1 . SCIOEF REVIEWED POINTS IN REFTEL AND CLARIFICATION PROVIDED 
SCICONS BY OES BEEORE US DEPARTURE WITH STOLYAROV AND TROSHIN OE 
MINPOWER DECEMBER 23 AND PRESENTED LETTER COVERING SAME FOR SOVIET 
STUDY AND RESPONSE. 

2. STOLYAROV DID NOT GIVE DEEINITE RESPONSE TO US SUGGESTION TO 
TRANSFER TWO US AND TWO SOVIET PROPOSED PROJECTS TO OTHER 
AGREEMENTS (REFTEL). HE DID INDICATE THAT THE SOVIET SIDE 
WOULD PROBABLY AGREE TO SWITCHING THE PROJECT OF "EFFECTS OF 
INCREASED USE OF ENERGY ON CLIMATOLOGY" TO ENVIROMENTAL AGREEMENT. 
STOLYAROV EXPRESSED SOME RELUCTANCE TO TRANSFERRING OTHER THREE 
PROJECTS BECAUSE MINPOWER WOULD LIKE TO PLAY LEADING ROLE IN THEM. 
STOLYAROV NOTED THAT MINPOWER BUILDS BOTH HYDRAULIC POWER STATIONS 
AND RESIDENTIAL BUILDINGS AND THERFORE IT APPEARS PROPER FOR THEM 

TO CARRY OUT PROPOSED PROJECTS ON THESE TOPICS UNDER ENERGY 
AGREEMENT. IN REGARD TO SOVIET-PROPOSED PROJECT ON EFFICIENCY OF 
UNCLASSIFIED

ENERGY USAGE, STOLYAROV SAID SOVIET SIDE WOULD PROVIDE AN 
ELABORATION OF ITS PLANS FOR DEVELOPING AND CARRYING OUT THIS 
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TOPIC. HAVING MADE HIS CASE EOR ROLE OF MINPOWER, STOLYAROV 
THEN CONCLUDED THAT SOVIET SIDE WOULD STUDY US PROPOSALS FOR 
TRANSFERRING EOUR SUBJECTS AND WOULD COMMENT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

3. STOLYAROV SAID THAT SOVIET SIDE IS HAVING DIEEICULTIES IN 
SELECTING EXPERTS FOR NEW WORKING GROUPS ON COAL, GAS, OIL AND 
INEORMATION BECAUSE AT LEAST THREE MINISTRIES AND GOSSPLAN WILL 
BE INVOLVED IN THESE AREAS AND THERE ARE "INTERNAL PROBLEMS" 

INVOLVED IN THE COORDINATION BETWEEN THESE PARTICIPANTS. 

STOLYAROV ADDED THAT BECAUSE OF THESE PROBLEMS SOVIET SIDE 
WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO MEET JANUARY I, 1975 DEADLINE EOR NAMING 
ITS EXPERTS. 

4. IN REGARD TO US PROPOSALS FOR EXCHANGE OE DELEGATIONS AND 
DEVELOPING SPECIEIC PROPOSALS FOR COOPERATION BEEORE SECOND JOINT 
COMMITTEE MEETING (PARA 2 REFTEL), STOLYAROV NOTED THAT THERE IS 
LITTLE TIME T.F.FT TO ARRANGE THESE EXCHANGES EOR MARCH-MAY PERIOD. 

HE SUGGESTED THAT US EXPERTS IN SOME, IF NOT ALL OF THESE AREAS 
COULD GAIN EAMILIARITY WITH SOVIET PRACTICES AND MAKE SITE VISITS 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING. SCIOFE POINTED OUT 
THAT IN THIS CASE THERE WOULD BE LITTLE OE SUBSTANCE TO REPORT 
AND DISCUSS AT JOINT MEETING OTHER THAN THE ONGOING PROJECTS 

WHICH WERE TRANSFERRED FROM OTHER AGREEMENTS. STOLYAROV RESPONDED 
THAT SOVIET SIDE WOULD DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO CARRY OUT 
EXCHANGES PRIOR TO JOINT MEETING BUT EXPRESSED HOPE THAT US SIDE 
WOULD NOT BE TOO RIDGID ABOUT TIMEING OF EXCHANGES. 

5. AT CONCLUSION OF MEETING, STOLYAROV SAID THAT SOVIET SIDE 
WOULD STUDY ALL US PROPOSALS AND WOULD RESPOND AS QUICKLY AND 
DECISIVELY AS POSSIBLE.
